• The Revs claimed their first-ever win in the series earlier this year when they earned 
a 2-0 win on April 27 at Gillette Stadium 

• The Revs are 1-2-1 all-time at Gillette Stadium against the Union, and are unde¬ 
feated in their last two games: 1-0-1 

• Saturday’s match is the third and final meeting between the clubs this year... Phila¬ 
delphia won the first meeting 1-0 on March 16 at PPL Park, while the Revs earned a 
2-0 win at Gillette Stadium on April 27 

• The Union has won the regular-season series between the two clubs in each of its 
first three seasons: 2010,2011 and 2012 

• Six of the nine meetings between the teams have been decided by goals in the 70th 
minute or later 

PLAYER NOTES AGAINST PHILADELPHIA 

• Chad Barrett, despite not playing a game against Philly for New England, is the 
team's leading scorer with two goals against the Union ... his first goal came as a 
member of Toronto FC in 2010, while he added a second in 2012 as a member of 
the LA Galaxy 

• Four different current players have scored against Philly: Diego Fagundez (April 
27, 2013), Lee Nguyen (April 27, 2013), SaerSene (July 29, 2012) and A.J. Soares 
(Sept. 7,2011) 

• Saer Sene’s blast in 2012 earned him MLS goal of the week honors that week 

• Chris Tierney has two career assists against Philadelphia, both coming on Sept. 7, 
2011 on goals by A.J. Soares and Monsef Zerka 

• Kelyn Rowe also has two assists against Philadelphia ... he assisted on Saer Sene's 
goal at PPL Park on July 29, 2012, and Diego Fagundez's goal on April 27, 2013 

• Matt Reis is 0-2-3 against Philadelphia with one shutout and a 2.00 GAA... he has 
also made 23 saves against Philly 

• Bobby Shuttleworth is 1-3-0 against Philly, with one shutout and a 1.00 goals against 
average ... he started in both games against Philly earlier this year 

LAST MEETING 

New England 2, Philadelphia 0 

April 27,2013 - Gillette Stadium (Foxborough, Mass.) 

Diego Fagundez and Lee Nguyen scored 10 minutes apart midway through the second 
half and Bobby Shuttleworth recorded his second shutout of the season to lift the Revolu¬ 
tion to a 2-0 win over the Union at Gillette Stadium. It was a fitting result on a night when 
the Revolution played its first home game since both the bombings at the Boston Marathon 
and since defender Kevin Alston was diagnosed with a rare but treatable form of leukemia. 
The evening featured tributes to both during a touching pregame ceremony and throughout 
the match.The win was the first-ever for the Revolution over the Union after going winless 
in eight previous meetings.

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TEAM NOTES 


SENE BOBBLEHEAD NIGHT ON SUNDAY 

Revs forward Saer Sene will be the third Revs player to be immortalized in a team-produced 
bobblehead this season when his mini-me debuts this Sunday at the match against the 
Philadelphia Union ... a limited number of the Sene bobbleheads will be given away when 
fans enter the stadium ... Sene’s bobblehead features his signature dyed-blonde Mohawk and 
unique patterns shaved into the sides of his head. 

FINAL UNION BETWEEN TEAMS THIS YEAR 

Sunday’s match against Philadelphia will be the third and final meeting between the two teams 
this season ... in the first meeting, Philly earned a 1-0 win at PPL Pari on March16, claiming 
the full three points behind Jack Mclnerney's 76th minute goal... in the second meeting on 
April 27 at Gillette Stadium, Diego Fagundez and Lee Nguyen both recorded goals to hand the 
Revs a 2-0 victory, their first-ever win against the Union. 

JACK THE KNIFE... 

While the Revs have struggled to find success against Philadelphia, the team’s most recent 
issues can be focused on Philadelphia forward Jack Mclnerney ... Mclnerney has made seven 
appearances against the Revs and has scored four goals in those games, including the game¬ 
winning - and lone goal - in the Union's 1 -0 win over the Revs on March 16. 

... AND HIS SUPPORTING CAST 

Along with Jack Mclnerney, Connor Casey and Sebastien Le Toux have had similar success 
against the Revs ... in eight career games against the Revs, Casey has scored three goals 
and added one assist... his most recent goal against the Revs came in 2010 while playing 
for the Colorado Rapids ... LeToux’s success has been more recent - the forward assisted 
on Mclnerney's game-winning goal for the Union in a 1 -0 win over the Revs on March 9 ... Le 
Toux has recorded three goals and four assists in eight career games against the Revs .. .his 
last goal against the Revs came in 2011 as a member of the Union. 

2012’S WIN TOTAL MATCHED IN GAME 24 

With a victory last Saturday night against Chicago, the Revs recorded their ninth win of the 
season in their 24th match ... in 2012, the Revs also recorded nine wins, but needed all 34 
matches as they earned victories in their final two games to reach the nine-win mark ... the 
team’s next win will push them to 10 on the season, and would mark the team’s first 10+ win 
season since 2009 when the team went 11-10-9... that was also the last season in which the 
Revs qualified for the MLS Cup Playoffs. 

AGUDELO MAKES A STATEMENT RETURN 

Juan Agudelo made his triumphant return to the field last Saturday night after missing eight 
games with a knee sprain ... the U.S. international wasted little time making his return 
memorable, scoring a goal-of-the-year candidate in the 54th minute ... taking Chris Tierney's 
long pass out off the back on the run at the top of the box, Agudelo back-heel flicked the ball 
over Fire keeper Sean Johnson and defender Bakary Soumare ... it was his fourth goal in six 
games with the Revs, and his sixth overall on the season ... before Saturday, Agudelo last 
played an MLS game on June 15 - a stretch of nine weeks - before he suffered a right knee 
sprain as a late substitute in the Revs' U.S. Open Cup quarterfinal match at D.C. United on 
June 26. 

REIS KEEPS HIS SHUTOUT STREAK ALIVE 

Matt Reis made his first MLS start since March 23 - a span of five moths - last Saturday 
night, posting a shutout against the Fire ... Reis has made three MLS starts this year, all 
shutouts ... after starting the season opener on March 9 (a 1 -0 win at Chicago) Reis missed 
the Revs’ second game with knee inflammation ... he returned for game 3 against Sporting 
Kansas City (a 0-0 draw at Gillette Stadium) but then the knee again limited his action before 
his family was directly affected by the Boston Marathon bombings on April 15 ... Reis made 
three appearances in the U.S. Open Cup, going 2-1-0, but Saturday's match against the Fire 
was his first league game since the end of March ... Reis now has 64 shutouts with the Revs 
and 73 on his career. 

REIS’ STREAK EXTENDS TO 11 MONTHS 

With last Saturday’s shutout, Matt Reis has not allowed a goal in almost a full calendar year 
... the last goal allowed Reis allowed came in the 63rd minute of a 2-1 loss at D.C. United on 
Sept. 15, 2012 ... his scoreless minutes streak is now 297 minutes spanning four appear¬ 
ances and two calendar years. 

SHUTDOWN, SHUTOUT DEFENSE 

The Revolution posted their league-leading 12th shutout of the season last Saturday night 
... the Revs are the only team in MLS with double-digit shutouts this year as four teams - 
Colorado, Kansas City, Philadelphia and Portland - have all posted nine shutouts ... the 12 
shutouts is a new team record, surpassing the 10 shutouts the Revs recorded in 2005, 2006 
and 2007 ... Bobby Shuttleworth has recorded nine of the team’s shutouts this year, while 
Matt Reis has registered three. 


EARNING TENURE 

Matt Reis, who is playing in his 11th season with the Revolution, is the club's longest-tenured 
player ever... the other players who had long careers with the Revs fall short of Reis’ current 
tenure: Shalrie Joseph (9.5 seasons - began with Revs in 2003, traded to Chivas USA in 
August 2012) and Jay Heaps (9.5 - traded to Revs in June 2001, retired at the end of 2009) 

... Reis has made 245 appearances, going 88-88-69 and earning 64 shutouts while posting a 
1.32 goals against average with the Revs. 

DEFENSE CONTINUES TO PACE THE LEAGUE 

Once again, entering Week 26 of the MLS season, the Revs’ defense is still one of the league’s 
best... through 24 games, the Revs are tied for the league lead in goals against average 
(0.96, tied with Portland) and have allowed 23 goals, which is tied for second fewest in MLS ... 
Revs goalkeepers (Bobby Shuttleworth - 21 games played, Matt Reis - 3 games played) have 
also recorded a league-high 12 shutouts and are tied for fourth in save percentage (71.1)... 
the Revs’ defense has been consistenly stingy, allowing two or more goals this season in only 
six of 24 games. 

ROWE TAKES OFF “ROWEING” 

Kelyn Rowe scored his third goal of the season last Saturday night and it was his first goal 
since June 15, a 4-3 loss at Vancouver... Rowe, who celebrated his goal by straddling the 
Gillette Stadium field boards and “rowing,” last scored at the Revs’ home stadium on June 2 
in a 5-0 win over LA... after also scoring three goals as a rookie in 2012, Rowe now has six 
career goals ... with three goals and a team-best six assists, Rowe is the team’s third-leading 
scorer overall behind Diego Fagundez (7 goals, 4 assists) and Juan Agudelo (four goals)... his 
six assists are tied for 10th in MLS. 

TIERNEY TACKS ON ANOTHER ASSIST 

Chris Tierney recorded his fifth assist of the season - the team's second-highest total - on 
Saturday night after he sent a perfectly-weighted pass over the Fire defense to an on-running 
Juan Agudelo ... Tierney now has 21 career assists to rank eighth on the Revs’ career assist 
chart... Saturday’s assist was also his second game-winning assist of the season, pushing 
his career total to 10, which ranks him third on the Revs’ career chart... Tierney has recorded 
at least four assists in each of the last four seasons ... his five assists this season match his 
previous single-season best, which he originally set last year in 2012. 

SOARES REPORTS FOR SHUTOUT DUTY 

A.J. Soares returned to the team’s starting lineup last Saturday, making his eighth start this 
season in central defense ... it was his first start since July 20, a 2-0 win at Columbus ... in his 
eight starts this year, the Revs have posted five shutouts: at Chicago (March 9), vs. Sporting 
Kansas City (March 23), at Seattle (April 13), at Columbus (July 20) and vs. Chicago (Aug. 

17). 

CALDWELL COMING THROUGH 

Scott Caldwell has quietly worked his way into the MLS rookie of the year debate with 
unheralded strong, consistent play throughout the season ... Saturday night’s performance 
against Chicago was another example of the rookie central midfielder’s impact on Revs games 
this year: 62-of-68 passing for a 91.2 percent completion rate and a game-high 82 touches ... 
Caldwell has made 19 appearances this year, and has already recorded one assist... even his 
teammates are touting his on-field prowess: @juanagudelo (July 17) - “Scott Caldwell is the 
most underrated midfielder in the league. #NERevs” and @2Fast2Farrell (Aug. 18) - “Watching 
replay of the game last night have to say my man @scaldwell15 balled out, doesn’t get enough 
credit for his great play #balla” 

DAVIES MAKES HIS NEW ENGLAND DEBUT 

Charlie Davies, acquired from Randers FC on loan, made his Revs debut last Saturday night, 
coming on for the game’s final 11 minutes ... a Manchester, N.H., native and Boston College 
product, Davies signed with his hometown club on loan from the Danish club on Aug. 9 ... 
Saturday's appearance was Davies' first in MLS since Oct. 19,2011, when he made his final 
appearance with D.C. United during his year-long loan from France's Sochaux. 

AVOIDING THE RUT AGAIN 

Last Saturday’s win over Chicago snapped the Revs’ modest two-game losing streak - just its 
second two-game skid this season ... the last two times the Revolution lost two games in a 
row, the team bounced back in the third game with a win ... the Revs lost 2-0 against Houston 
at home on July 13 and 2-1 at Colorado on July 17, before posting a 2-0 win at Columbus 
on July 20 ... the Revs then lost 1-0 at home against Toronto on Aug. 4, and 3-0 at Sporting 
Kansas City on Aug. 10, before rebounding with a 2-0 win at home Saturday against Chicago. 

IN NEED OF SOME HOME COOKING 

With the second of two consecutive home games on tap for the Revs this weekend, continuing 
to earn points at home is a must for the Revs as the season begins to wind down ... the team 
has posted just a 5-4-3 record at home and a .542 winning percentage (tied for 15th out 19 
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teams in MLS)... however, this weekend’s opponent is an excellent road team, as the Union 
are tied for second in MLS with a .500 road winning percentage (4-4-4 overall). 

EASTERN CONFERENCE PLAYOFF PICTURE 

The top five teams currently in a playoff spot in the Eastern Conference are all separated by 
just three points ... Sporting Kansas City (11 -8-6) and New York (11 -8-6) currently share the 
conference lead with 39 points, while Houston holds down the fifth spot with 36 points (10-7-6) 
... the Revs are three points back of fifth place entering the week, with 33 points (9-9-6). 

DOWN THE STRETCH THEY COME 

The Revs have 10 regular-season games remaining, all against Eastern Conference op¬ 
ponents ... the Revs play Montreal and Columbus twice and have single games remaining 
with Chicago, D.C., Houston, New York, Philadelphia and Toronto ... the combined winning 
percentage of the Revs’ remaining schedule is .474. 

YOUNG GUNS RUNNING THE SHOW 

Among the Revs' usual starting players, a total of six players are 23 years old or younger: Di¬ 
ego Fagundez (18), Juan Agudelo (20), Andrew Farrell (21), Kelyn Rowe (21), Scott Caldwell 
(22) and Dimitry Imbongo (23)... generally, the team’s oldest player on the field is either Chad 
Barrett (28), Juan Toja (28) or captain Jose Goncalves (27) depending on the exact lineup ... 
the team has no regular player over the age of 28. 

ROCHESTER LOANEES SET TO RETURN 

The three remaining players who were on loan to the Rochester Rhinos (USL PRO) are set 
to return to the Revs this week following the conclusion of the Rhinos’ season last weekend 
... defender Bilal Duckett, forward Matt Horth and defender Tyler Polak are due back to New 
England’s training sessions this week... Duckett led all Revs players in Rochester with 1,416 
minutes played in 19 appearances and scored one goal... Polak made 18 appearances and 
played 1,116 minutes ... Horth played 863 minutes in 16 appearances, scoring one goal and 
adding two assists ... Gabe Latigue, who underwent season-ending knee surgery on Aug. 15 
to repair atom right ACL and meniscus, recorded two assists in 16 appearances (871 minute) 
before suffering the injury on July 22 in training ... the Rhinos wrapped their 2013 season last 
Saturday night, ending the year with a 6-10-10 record and an llth-place finish in the 13-team 
USL PRO. 

FAGUNDEZ FINDING THE NET 

Diego Fagundez scored his team-leading seventh goal of the season against D.C. United on 
July 27 ... with seven goals, Fagundez is tied for 14th in MLS on the league's goal-scoring 
chart this year... of the midfielder's seven goals, four of them have been game-winners and 
he is tied for fourth in MLS in that category... he is also the top scoring Homegrown player 
(7G, 4A) this year in all of MLS this season. 

GONCALVES STEPS TO CENTER BACK FOREFRONT 

The Revs’ defense has been rock solid since newcomer Jose Goncalves arrived via Switzer¬ 
land's Sion SC this off-season ... the 27-year-old Portuguese center back has anchored MLS’ 
top defense, and is the only Revs player to play every minute of every game this season ... 
Goncalves has been the team’s vocal leader - and club captain - all while helping integrating 
nine different defenders into the Revs’ four-man lineup through 24 games. 

IRONMAN ALERT 

Through week 25 of the 2013 MLS season, Jose Goncalves stands is one of just four field 
players who has played every minute for his team this year... Amobi Okugo (Philadelphia) 
leads all field players with 2,250 minutes played in 25 games ... Goncalves has played 2,160 
minutes in 24 games, while Jalil Anibaba and Austin Berry (both of Chicago) have both played 
2,070 minutes in 23 games apiece. 

TWO WAY PLAYER 

Lee Nguyen is one of only two players in MLS to rank in the top 10 in both fouls suffered and 
fouls committed, joining LA's Marcelo Sarvas ... Nguyen is tied for sixth in fouls suffered (46), 
while ranking fifth in fouls committed (47)... Sarvas is MLS' top fouler, committing a league- 
high 64, and is tied for sixth in fouls suffered with 46. 

ACADEMY SYSTEM PAYING OFF FOR THE REVS 

Two regular Revs starters are products of the team's own MLS youth academy program, and 
Homegrown players in general have been a tremendous boost to the club this year... the 
Revs' products include Diego Fagundez, (21 games, 1538 minutes, team-leading seven goals, 
four assists) and Scott Caldwell (19 games, 1399 minutes, one assist), who were signed from 
the Revolution Academy ... Juan Agudelo (acquired via trade from Chivas USA) is a product 
of the New York Red Bull's Academy and has played 12 games overall, 848 minutes, six 
goals and one assist this season ... Fagundez (18 years old) and Agudelo (20 years old) have 
combined to score 10 of the team's 29 goals this year, while Fagundez and Caldwell (22 years 
old) have combined for five of the team’s 27 assists. 


REVS’ HOMEGROWNS PROVIDING LEAGUE’S BEST BANG 

The Revs’ own Homegrown duo of Diego Fagundez and Scott Caldwell has been this year’s 
top-producing Homegrown products of any team's own currenly-rostered Homegrown players 
... the pair’s combined total of 32 starts, 2,937 minutes played and seven goals are the top 
totals among all teams’ Homegrowns ... additionally, the Revs are second in games played 
(41, to LA’s 44 split between four players), and second in assists (6, to Vancouver’s 8 among 
three players). 

SHUTTLEWORTH CLOSING IN ON SHUTOUT RECORD 

With one more shutout this season, Bobby Shuttleworth will tie Matt Reis for the most shut¬ 
outs by a Revs goalkeeper in a season ... Reis posted 10 shutouts three different seasons: 
2005, 2006 and 2007 ... Tony Meola holds the MLS single-season record for shutouts when 
he posted 16 with Kansas City in 2005 ... Shuttleworth has been one of the top keepers in 
MLS this season, posting a league-high nine shutouts and a 1.10 goals against average (sixth 
in MLS). 

SHUTTLEWORTH STEADILY PROGRESSING 

Bobby Shuttleworth played in his 21st game this season against Sporting Kansas City on Aug. 
10, a total that surpasses the number of games he played in his career entering this season 
... entering the 2013 season, Shuttleworth had played in just 20 games through his first four 
seasons with the Revs ... Shuttleworth did not make a first-team appearance in 2009 (his first 
year with the club)... the Buffalo, N.Y., native made six appearances (five starts) in 2010 and 
made seven starts in both 2011 and 2012. 

DEFENSIVE ROTATION 

While the Revs continue to post the league’s best defense, it hasn't been because of consis¬ 
tency on the field ... a total of nine different players have started and played along the defense 
this year, but the Revolution still lead MLS in team defense ... Kevin Alston, Darrius Barnes, 
Bilal Duckett, Andrew Farrell, Ryan Guy, Jose Goncalves, Stephen McCarthy, A.J. Soares and 
Chris Tierney have all played along the backline this season. 

“HOMETOWN” FEEL ON THE ROSTER 

Four players on the Revs’ roster are New England natives, giving the team a true hometown 
feel... Scott Caldwell (Braintree, Mass.), Charlie Davies (Manchester, N.H.), Diego Fagundez 
(Leominster, Mass.), Chris Tierney (Wellesley, Mass.) are all New England products, grow¬ 
ing up in the Bay State or the Granite State ... both Caldwell and Fagundez played for the 
Revolution Academy and are Homegrown players ... Caldwell was the youth teams’ first-ever 
captain and just completed his stellar four-year career at Akron. 

SOVEREIGN | SANTANDER’S “GOALS FOR CHARITY” PROGRAM IN FULL SWING 

Sovereign | Santander, the official bank of the New England Revolution, has launched the
